RAILROADS 


A well known .financial writer says: 


The next few years .will witness as 
great changes in the' railroad field as 
the past ten have witnessed in the 
traction field. Railroads have already 
felt the effects of pleasure automo; 
biles, but they have not really begun 
yet to feel the effect's of auto truck- 
ing. 
The trucking of goods within 


radii of fifty or one hunderd miles 
has only begun and this radius may 
readily be,extended to cover 200 or 
250 miles. Transcontinental systems 
have nothing to fear from the trucks. 
In fact, the trucks may help them, 
toads like the New York Central, 
laltimore & Ohio, and the Southern 
:an survive and perhaps profit under 
his competition. With a road such 
as the Boston & Maine, New Haven, 
Pennsylvania, Chicago i Northwest- 
ern, Reading and the like, this is not 
true. These roads are bound to suf- 
'er far more from the trucks than 
they now think possible. 


Railroads are destined ultimately 


to lose all of their short haul busi- 
ness and hence the roads whic,h are 
in comparatively small and compact 
territories are sure to suffer. 
The 


only hope for some roads such as tho 
Boston & Maine and New Haven is to 
sell certain of their rights of way 
to the State in order that the tracks 
may be removed and concrete high- 
ways laid in their place.

eree's findings. 


In regard to Mrs. Stlllman's charges 


that her husband had also misconduct- 
ed himself with two other women, 
identified only as "Helen", and ;Clara," 
Referee Oleason decided that the evi- 
dence was not sufficient to prove the 
allegations of. adultery. 


The referee said that the testimony 


adduced by Mr. Stlllman In support 
of his charges that Mrs. Stlllman mis 
conducted herself with Fred Beauvili, 
part Indian guide, alleged by thi 
banker to ba the father of Ouy Sttll- 
man, "uncontradlcled and unexplain- 
ed, was sufficient to Justl'y him In be- 
lieving Mrs. Stlllman guilty of tin 
charges made against her." 


"A careful examination, however, oi

A part of the Gutenberg Bible, the 


earliest piece of printing from movable 
type In the world, was a short tujae 
ago placed on exhibition In the division 
of graphic arts, Smithsonian building 
of the National museum. 


This, piece of-work was'.among the 


first to be done by Johannes Guten- 
berg, who by general consent Is given 
.the-.credit;"for: the Invention .of tho 
art of printing from movable type. It 
is estimated that this Bible was print- 
ed between 1450 and 1-155, In the town 
of Mainz, or Mayeuce, Germany. 


The book on exhibition contains 21 


chapters of the book of Joshua, In ad- 
dition to an Introduction to the book 
of Judges. 


The text of each page Is set In two 


columns of 42 lines each which ac- 
counts for the name sometimes given 
It. 
"Forty-Two Line Bible." It has 


also been known as the ilazarin Bible, 
because while It was believed to exist, 
no copy was known until It was dis- 
covered In the library of the great 
French cardinal of that name. 


The last complete copy of this fa- 


mous book to come on the market is 
said to have been sold for $50,000. 


The book gives no Information as 


to when It was printed and, there is 
also no record of the number of copies 
made. The copy In the museum Is 
printed on pages which measure 15H 
by 11 tt Inches. 'It wns lo;meil to the 
museum by Onhrlel Wells, an art deal- 
er In Xcvv York.

The denaturing must be done when 


the alcohol Is produced and In bonded 
warehouses used exclusively for the 
purpose and for storing denatured al- 
cohol, and Is done under the super- 
vision of the government.

alcohol may be made from grain, corn. | 
potatoes or similarly starchy.products, 
but the conditions under which It must 
be produced make It Impracticable er- 
cept for well-equipped factories.
